THE HISTORY OF THE BILL. 


POLITICIAN PROMISED TO INELU- 
ENCE HOUSE FOR CON 


SIDERATION. 


When Deputy Sheriffs Prevented Pas- 
sage of Bili One-Half Amount 
Promised Was Asked. 


known officially as 
Council Bill No. 44, was introduced into 
the Council Oct. 9, 1900, by Councilman 
Charles Carroll, who stated that he intro- 
duced the measure by request. 

The bill proposed to grant extensive new 
franchises to the Suburban system and to 
“ite successors, lessees Or asgigns.”’ 

The bill was referred at the following 
meeting to the railroad committee, consist- 
ing of Councilman Wiggins, Hodges ard 
Meysenburg. 

It remained in their hands more than 
three months, and several public hearings 
on the measure were held during this time. 

The section of the bill which proposed to 
grant a right of way through Forest-Patk 
was atrongly opposed, ana the bill was also 
criticised as a “consolidation”? measure. 

When the railroad committee reported 
the bill on Jan. 2 the Forest Park right- 
of-way had been removed, the rate of fran- 
chise compensation had bean increased. and 
the words ‘‘successors, lessees and as- 
signs,’ which were believed to be a plain 
reference to the transit company, were 
stricken out at many points in the bill. 

In this shape the Council on Feb. & 4901, 
passed the bill by a vote of 8 to 3, with 
two absentees. 

Here is the history of the case as it is 
told generally by men said to be in a posi- 
tion to know: 

While the bill was in the Council, an of- 
ficial of the Suburban was approached by a 
well known politician, supposed to wield in- 
fluence with the House of Delegates, who 
promised to put the bill through for a cer- 
tain amount of money. Later, through the 
efforts of the politician, this demand was 
raised. 

Believing that the Suburban Company was 
| being “held up,’ the Suburban official took 
| the affair out of the hands of the politician, 
and intrusted it to Philip Stock. 

The money was deposited with the Lin- 
coln Trust Co. and with the Mississipp! 
Valley Trust Co. 

On the night of Feb. 8, 
the passage of the bill by the Courtcll, the 
bill went to the House of Delegates. The 
House gave the bill its first reading and 
adjourned until January 13 at 5 o'clock. 

Meanwhile, on Feb. 9 an injunction had 
heen granted by Judge Fisher to James 
Mr. Carpenter, A.-Dean-Cooper and Fran- 
ces Cooper, restraining the assembly from 
taking further action on the bill.

The state of affairs disclosed by the evi. 
dence in the bribery matter is appalling. 
It shows that many of the charges that 
have been made of corruption are only too 
true. 

*Boodling legislators are worse than pick- 
pockets, thieves or assassins. Their crime 
is greater than any other because it paints 
the fountainhead of our municipal law. I! 
ers and abettors are brought to light and 
meet the punishment they deserve. 

While it clear from the start- 
ling disclosures in this investigation that 
the Municipal Assembly in the past has 
been honeycombed with bribery, it must 
not be understood that every member of 
the Council and the House either at that 
time or at present is a boodler. 

While his associates may be something 
against him both in the House and Council 
of 1900 and since then, there have been hon- 
est and honorable men, and the ferreting 
out of the boodlers should not be con- 
sidered or taken as a reflection upon these. 

Bribery has always been a hard crime to. 
prove. There are always two parties. to 
; the crime, the bribe giver and the bribe | 
| taker, it has Ween experienced that it is 
practically impossible fo obtain evidence by 
reason of the fact that both the bribe 
giver and bribe taker are equally guilty, 
and one cannot inform on the other with- 
out Implicating himself. In other words, 
the shoe fits both ways, and neither party 
can inform on the other without commit- 
ting suicide, as it were. So it is prac- 
tically impossible to make a case unless one 
side or the other is allowed to turn state 
evidence and be used as a witness against 


the other. 
The state cannot use a party as a witness 


in a matter and prosecute him as defendant 
in the same matter. It is impossible to 
punish both the corrupt bribe giver and 
bribetaker in the same transaction, or if all

ST. JOBEPH, Mo., Jan. 
Cipalse and witnesses in the Richardson 
case, which has just been concluded at 
Plattsburg, came to St. Joseph yesterday, 
and many of them went to their homes fn 
Savannah. Nearly all the witnesses will 
be called upon again when young Fife is 
tried for the murder of Richardson. 

Mrs. Richardson's appearance is much 
better than when she went to Plattsburg 
two weeks ago, in spite of the long trial. 


She will go at once to her home in Bavan- 
nah, an will decide later whether she 
will go to the home of her father in Texas 
or select some other place of residence. 
The next step she will take in the courts 
will bé to’ collect the insurance on her 
husband's lfe. 

Frank .W. Richardson carried 36000 life 
insyrance when he was killed in Savannah 
a year ago Christmas eve. He had been 
carrying.a much heavier insurance a short 
time before, but allowed $6000 of the amount 
to lapse. The fact was known to his fam- 
ily and intimate friends. The insurance 
he carried was all in old line companies 
and has not yet been paid. Mrs. Richard- 
son's lawyers say there will be no trouble 
now in collecting the life insurance, since 
she has been acquitted of the murder. 


Life Insurance 


Will Be Paid. 
It has never been charged that the life 
insurance companies took any hand in the 


prosecution of Mrs. Richardeon. They only 
awaited the outcome of her trial and so 
far as is known now will not refuse pay- 
ment. No demand has ever been made 
upon them for payment of the insurance. 
In addition to the life insurance, Mrs. 
Richardson and her children will inherit 
Frank Richardson's share in his father's 
estate. When the late Maj. John D. Rich- 
ardson, father of Frank W. Richardson, 
died in 8t. Joseph several years ago, 
was found that he had placed the share 
of his son in the hands of John D. Rich- 
ardson, Jr.. as trustee, for the benefit of 
Frank's wife and children. The aged man 
knew of his son's habits before his death 
and took that step to vrevent him from 
Wasting the property.

Three members of the Richardson fa agaily 
have not appeared in the murder 
They are the widow and two daughters of 
Maj. John D. Richardson. Immediately 
after the mysterious murder of Frank W. 
Richardson at Savannah, the widow of 
Maj. Richardson took her two daughters, 
both of them. young ladies, and went to 
Europe. They have remained there more 
than a year, but are expected to return to 
their home, In this city soon, now that the 
trial of Mrs. Addie ichardson is ended, 
Their friends say they fled to escape the 
notoriety tha would have been brougrh’ 
wpon them by ‘their connection with the 
family. The widow of Maj. Richardson 
was his second wife, and therefore the 
atepmother of John D. and Frank Richard- 
son and their sisters. She was a Virginia 
woman, very proud of her name and line- 
age, and meq taken extraordinary care in 
rearing her daughters. 

May Be a Witness 
Against Fife. 

Although she was acquitted at Piatts- 
burg and although her innocence has been

BILL WILL BE INTRODUCED. 


Iueasure Was Paesed Two Years Ago, 
but Was Vetoed by Henry Zieg- 
enhein, Then Mayor. 


The curfew law will be introduced into 
the Municipal Assembly within a few weeks 
by Col. Alexander Hogeland of Louisville, 
Ky., president of the Boys’ and Girls’ Na- 
tional Home and Employment Association, 
who has returned to St. Louis after an ab- 
gence of more than a year.
